Corporate crackdown? 


Why the G8 was an $800 million joke on us 


I'LL STOP JUST SHORT OF CALLING 
the G8 summit a total fucking 
farce. After all, it must have had 
some atithority and merit, since 
the leaders of the world’s most 
powerful countries were gathered 
to talk about important matters, 
like the future of the poorest con- 
tinent on earth, and the people 
opposed to this gathering of polit- 
ical elites had the chance to 
exchange some valuable ideas of 
their own regarding the very sad 
state of the world. But really, the 
protests were benign and the sum- 
mit itself produced so little news 
that our country’s leading daily 
was reduced to providing a fash- 
ion analysis of the G8 leaders. 
Politicians and their suits — this is 
what constituted front-page news 
of an event we have been antici- 
pating and dreading for the last 
year. 

Sound pathetic? It gets worse. 
The raison d'etre of the summit — 
lifting Africa out of its present 
poverty and squalor — was totally 
subverted by corporate interests. 
Although it appears our PM want- 
ed very much to dole out a lump 
sum of cash relief to Africa, his G8 
peers did not agree and opted 
instead to allow corporations to. 
step in and privatize aid to Africa. 
So the $300-million summit at 
which Chrétien vowed to give 
$500-million to Africa, in order to 
convince his fellow G8ers to fork 
out some of their own cash, really 
amounts to nothing. Instead of 
doing the right thing and forgiv- 
ing Third World debt, the richest 
countries in the world are going to 
sell relief to the poorest countries. 

And what about the protests? 
Where was the sense of outrage? 
Since when did protests become a 
happy love-in between cops on 
bikes, cheerful protesters and 
bemused bystanders in suits? Did 
the attacks on the U.S. last fall ren- 
der the so-called movement impo- 
tent, or is there something else at 

lay? 

When tens of thousands of pro- 
testers rocked the streets of Seattle 
in 1999,

tally disturbing. I’m not condon- 
ing violence, but let’s face it: it cre- 
ated, for the first time, an aware- 
ness that there was real unrest in 
North America. There were peo- 
ple who were so outraged by the 
way their chosen leaders were 
signing away their rights and free- 
doms to corporations that they 
were willing to risk a war in the 
streets. Despite their general afflu- 
ence, people were mad as hell 
And inroads have detinitely 
been made. Journalists like Naomi 
Klein and Linda McQuaig hold 
down jobs as columnists at 
Canada’s two national dailies, 
challenging the status quo ona 
weekly basis. Magazines like 
Mother Jones, This and Adbusters

are invaluable sources for alterna- 
tive consciousness. The Council of 
Canadians, the people who 
deserve the credit for outing the 
secretive Multinational 
Agreement on Investment and 
mobilizing the dissent to stop the 
agreement's implementation in 
1998, is still working hard to keep 
an eye on the Canadian govern- 
ment lest it sign away all our 
rights and assets. In fact, while the 
rest of the world was distracted 
by the non-event that was the G8, 
the Council was at it again, this 
time finding the dirt on the latest 
threat to national sovereignty: the 
GATS (see page 5 for more). 
Canadian lawyer Clayton Ruby is 
toiling away in his battle to chal- 
lenge the monopolization of 
media ownership in this country 
and New York State Attorney 
General Eliot Spitzer is busy suing” 
the pants off corporations like 
General Electric that violate the 
laws of the land. SA 
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is still trying to sell off anything 
can to the world’s multinationals 
including our water, health care 
education and even our culture, 
it’s hard not to notice that the 
forecast is brought to us by 
Kentucky Fried Taco Hut. 

1 worked at Adbusters for two 
years and my favourite letter to 
the editor went like this: “They’r: 
opening a Starbucks in my neigh 
bourhood.

If we 
don’t tell our politicians to stop 
privatizing our water and energy 
and basic services, we're allowing 
our governments to forfeit respon 
sibility to corporations who are "0 
longer accountable to us. If we 
think the suburbs are a nuclear 
family’s utopia, that we'd rather 
drive than walk and that the best 
french fry in the city is deep-fried 
at McDonald’s, we're continuing 
to support the status quo,

History of skateboarding doc more than a stunt show 


DOGTOWN AND Z-BOYS

THE GREAT THING ABOUT DOGTOWN 
and Z-boys, an award-winning 
documentary about the birth of 
skateboard culture from a hard- 
Juck southern California beach- 
front — known to locals as 
Dogtown — is ultimately what 
makes it stick in your craw a bit. 
The filmmakers weren't just wit- 
nesses to it all, they were active 
components of the skate revolu- 
tion which has had a huge impact 
on contemporary culture, popular 
and otherwise. 

Writer-director Stacy Peralta 
was an original Z-boy, one of a 
revered Santa Monica skateboard 
team that revolutionized skate- 
boarding in the early ’70s by 
injecting a low-slung street style 
— evolved amidst the rotting 
architecture and drought-ravaged 
swimming pools of Venice Beach 
— and life-or-death intensity into 
their pursuit of the pastime. And 
co-screenwriter Craig Stecyk pio- 
neered the visual style of the 
moment, incorporating graffiti 
and street culture in his board 
designs and serving as Dogtown’s 
chronicler and press agent in 
countless articles for Skateboarder 
magazine. He’s also responsible

for much of the photography and 
16mm footage that makes 
Dogtown as fun as it is to watch. 

With Stecyk’s raw materials, 
Peralta crafts a vibrant, fast-paced 
account of the roots of street skat- 
ing in tough-kid surfing culture 
along California’s dilapidated 
coast, the rise of a team of young 
skateboarders organized by a local 
surf shop and the way their inno- 
vations changed the face of skate- 
boarding forever. For people who 
could care less about skateboard- 
ing, there’s enough history and 
social commentary to carry you 
along, not to mention tons of 
impressive surfing and skating. 

Stecyk’s perspective on skate- 
boarding as an urban artform, as a 
way for kids to transform their

crumbling concrete environs, and 
his eye for the beauty of their cre- 
ative evolution evoke the plea- 
sures of play and discovery that 
give the film a beating heart, 

Peralta is an impressive, if styl- 
istically obtrusive, filmmaker, get- 
ting great mileage out of still shots 
and old footage with state-of-the- 
art editing tricks and great use of 
the soundtrack. Unfortunately, he 
makes excessive use of himself as 
an “interview” subject and resorts 
to third-person biographizing in 
deseribing his own career as a — 
professional skater. Some of his 
reflections on the history he 
shared with his bros are so calcu- 
lated and self-aggrandizing you 
wonder how he, as director, could 
allow such an insincere perfor- 
mance into his film. 

Then you figure out why. The 
mythology of Dogtown could cer- 
tainly sell a lot of skateboards and 
skateboard-related products and, 
as the narration (read by a drow: sy 
Sean Penn) bluntly informs us, 
Peralta’s personal fortune is 
derived from the skateboarding 
and skateboard-related products. 

In his efforts to construct the Z- 
boys as gods in the modern skate- 
board firmament, Peralta steers 
his movie away from interesting 
specifics of the first hour and into 
the generic stunting and status- 
mongering of a skate video. It 
doesn’t really make the film less 
watchable, but it does make you 
wonder what the picture would 
have looked like if Peralta’s head 
didn’t take up so much of it.

Youthful rapper-turned-thespi- 
an L'il Bow Wow is genuinely 
engaging, displaying the type of 
charisma that just can’t be pro- 
grammed into the interchangeable 
little twerps growing in the 
underground labs of the Disney 
stockade. Even better is Morris 
Chestnut, as the star player over- 
shadowed by his prepubescent 
colleague. Most adult leads in 
these films make it obvious 
they're slumming, approaching 
their roles with the enthusiasm 
usually reserved for post-D.U.I 
community service. Chestnut goes 
through the requisite learn-to- 
love-him character arc, but makes 
it look like his motivation is some- 
thing more than his paycheque. 

It’s tempting to call the perfor- 
mances of the two leads too good 
for the material, but that w ouldn’ t 
reflect the way two committed 
performers can raise the whole 


film a few notches. The support- 
ing cast acquit themselves well; 
the only cast member who 
bounces hopelessly off the back- 
board is Jerry McGuire’s Jonathan 
Lipnicki, who needs to realize the 
good ship Cuteness sailed years 
ago. 

But Lipnicki’s presence is a 
minor quibble, and the problems 
Like Mike avoids are the ones that 
are usually far more perilous. For 
one, all members of the basketball 
team are homo sapiens and not 
chimpanzees or golden retrievers, 
as has all too often been the case. 
There’s also very little of the mali- 
cious slapstick that’s normally the 
bread and butter of the under-14 
set. And bucking the trend of 
recent family movies, which insist 
on a two-tiered joke system of 
potty humour for the kids and 
painful pop-cultural references for 
the parents, most of the jokes are 
targeted across generational lines, 
resulting ina film that isn’t awk- 
wardly split between two very 
different audiences. (That said, if 
there’s ever an honorary Oscar for 
best running gag about Fresh 
Prince of Bel-Air, | have my ballot 
marked and ready).

Michael Haneke is the Austrian 
director of the weird sex opus The 
Piano Teacher, Cannes’ 2001 Grand 
‘rix winner, but is best known for 
997’s infamous Funny Games, a 
\ysterical, unwatchably sadistic 
film that makes Cape Fear look like 
a weekend at the Trapp Family 
Resort. While The Piano Teacher 
and Funny Games were intention- 
ally provocative, Code Inconnu isa 
coolly intellectual, detached piece 
of work that relies on structure to 
create a jarring self-awareness of 
the ways in which reality is repre- 
sented. 

Anne (Juliette Binoche, we for- 
give you for Chocolat!) is an actress 
whose lover, Georges (Thierry 
Neuvic) is a war photographer 
vho seems to prefer experiencing 

fe from behind the lens. Georges’ 
»rother Jean (Alexandre Hamidi) 
throws some trash at a Romanian 
beggar, Maria (Luminita 
Gheorghiu), prompting Amadou 
(Ona Lu Yenke), a teacher of the 
deaf and the son of Malian 
refugees, to force Jean to apolo- 
112e to Maria. A scuffle between 
the men leads to Maria’s deporta- 
tion and Amadou being roughed 
up and taken away by the police. 
Jcan gets away without any conse- 
quences. 

lhe casual racism of the police 
is the result of expedience more 
than a lack of morality, but 
\madou’s plea, “I'll tell you if 
vou give me the chance,” could be 
the sub-subtitle after the filmmak- 
er's “Incomplete Tales of Several 
Journeys.” 

The remainder of the film fol- 
lows each character through short 
vignettes, edited abruptly togeth- 
er and sometimes ending before it 
seems natural. But Haneke likes to 
toy with his audiences. The 
unknown code could be our reac- 
tion to behaviours that exist out- 
side the realm of expectation, like 
the jarring supermarket spat 
between Anne and Georges, or the 
manipulative audition pieces — 
the appearance of reality is con- 
text-sensitive. 

Haneke doesn’t allow a comfort- 
able suspension of disbelief. There 
's more than one level of narrative 
‘ruth, but he doesn’t frame each 
one ina conventional manner, 
breaking consistency to keep you 
°n your toes. The camera doesn’t 
lie — it can’t, but we can and will 
lie or tell the truth or both, 
depending on interpretation.

The Last Waltz ain’t over, as “the best 
concert film ever” makes it to DVD 





THE LAST WALTZ 
Directed by Martin Scorsese 
Now available on DVD 


WHEN MARTIN SCORSESE TOOK A 
weekend off editing New York 
New York to film the Band's final 
concert at Winterland in San 
Francisco, he had no idea what 
he had let himself in for. The 
set design changed as the bud- 
get collapsed, there was a 
shortage of cameramen, 
Winterland impresario Bill 
Graham was proving to be a 
pain in the ass, and the 
rehearsals were severely limit- 
ed. Scorsese himself was con- 
sidered to be a has-been in the 
film world. Dismissed by crit- 
ics on release as the last gasp 
of the rock dinosaurs, The Last 
Waltz has instead gained in 
power over the years, now 
affirmed as one of the best rock 
movies ever, 

It's one of the few rock docu- 
mentaries to acknowledge the 
chaos of performance, the 
moments of panic and anxiety, 
the glances of communication 
that pass between band mem- 
bers. You can feel that anxiety 
in the filming and the edginess 
of the performances. At the 
centre of the film, both in inter 
views and on stage, is 
guitarist /songwriter Robbie 
Robertson. As de facto host of the 
evening, Robertson shepherds the 
musicians through their paces, 
pouncing quickly on technical 
troubles, shooting a worried 
glance off stage. So there’s no 
denying his satisfaction when Van 
Morrison jacks up the intensity of 
the evening, sending the affair 
into another realm. Dressed in a 
ridiculous, sparkly purple outfit 
that would have given Fat Elvis 
pause, Van the Man takes control 


from the start of Caravan, and by 
the end of the first chorus he’s run 
ahead of the musicians. Point 
made, he assays a few kicks in the 
air and brings it home: “Turn it up 
now!” “Do it one more time!” The 
horns surge forward and there’s 
no mistaking the joy on the faces

of Robertson and drummer Levon 
Helm, maybe relief, maybe just 
delight in seeing where the 
moment had taken them. 

Muddy Waters is equally 
impressive, his face held by a sin- 
gle camera (owing to miscommu- 
nication between Scorsese and 
cameraman Laszlo Kovac) as he 
stomps through a sweat-drenched 
Mannish Boy.

documentary Mysteries of Love, 
David Lynch mentions that the 
only Luis Bunuel film he’s seen is 
Un Chien Andalou. The film cuts to 
a shot from the famous Dali- 
scripted surrealist short, with ants 
crawling in and out of a man’s 
stigmatic hand. The shot is com- 
pared to an early one in Blue 
Velvet, where ants invade the sev- 
ered ear found ina field that 
launches the mystery and grants 
us access to Lynch's twisted 
world.

the severed ear, he poses as an

Many Lynch fans, and even 
casual bystanders, maintain that 
Blue Velvet is the strange director's 
masterpiece. Following Jeffrey 
(Kyle Maclachlan) around on his 
Hardy Boy-esque investigations, 
and then clinging desperately to 
his innocence as the world around 
him slides into a violent, fetishistic 
nightmare, has the same vicarious 
thrill as riding a rollercoaster that 
looks like it’s on its last legs; this 
time, you think, the thrills may get 
a little too heavy. 

When Blue Velvet came out in 
1986, Roger Ebert panned it, 
claiming that Lynch had not 
earned the right to degrade the 
beautiful Isabella Rossellini the 
way he does. In ag ce of 
y, Rossellini and 





ing, the fanfare before The Night 
They Drove Old Dixie Down, the 
Staples Singers cutting loose at the 
end of The Weight. If there's a 
sense of tying up loose ends, of 
going for broke, there’s also a very 
real sadness. 

The feeling of melancholy is not 
only in the finality of the perfor- 
mance, it’s in what it prefigured 
— the rift between Robertson and 
Helm, pianist Richard Manuel's 
suicide in a hotel room after a gig 
by the reformed Band (minus 
Robertson), and the recent death 
of bassist Rick Danko after years 
of hard living. 

The Scorsese / Robertson 
commentary track is unneces- 
sary: Scorsese rambles about 
his love of British filmmakers 
Powell and Pressburger while 
Robertson, normally quite the 
raconteur, presents a laundry 
list of technical details. A fea- 
turette “making of” documen- 
tary is similarly uninspired. 
The rumoured after-concert 
jam session is instructive, if 
only for proof that celebrity 
musicians are as capable of 
interminable noodling as the 
clueless 18-year-old kids in the 
garage. On the plus side, a 
diverse cast of associates and 
cast members provides some 
engaging secondary commen- 

tary. Writer/ critic Greil 
Marcus reiterates passages 
from his books Mystery Train 
and Invisible Republic, and 
Levon Helm, speaking with 
difficulty after throat surgery, 
is a welcome source of anecdotes 
Ronnie Hawkins is hilarious, lac- 
ing his reminiscences with casual 
profanity and off-colour jokes, 
while Dr. fohn the Night Tripper 
fractures the English language’as 
Yogi Berra could only dream of. 

Individually or in their periodic 
reunions, The Band never 
achieved the magic they had cdl- 
lectively. For that reason alone, 
this DVD would be well worth 
owning as a document of its 
times, a record of musicians at the 
top of their game.

Now 
seated in the Centre of the 
Canadian universe, he’s concen- 
trating on a solo career that slots 
him somewhere loosely between 
the Mojave Three’s Neil Halstead, 
Paul Simon and Nick Drake.

(and not apologetically, either). 
“There’s a very supportive com- 
munity here, and I think that 
there’s as many places to play in 
Toronto as there are in Alberta 
and B.C.” 

That's right, rub it in, Booth. But 
now the prodigal son is planning 
the trip back west, armed with his 
guitar and a new album 
(Transparent) that doesn’t stray far 
from the gentle, folk-based 
melodies of his 1999 debut, Tune 
Up. It’s a stellar followup, helped 
along by contributions from mem- 


bers of Kepler, Snailhouse and 
We sights and Measures. 

I'd played all the instruments 
on my own four track recordings, 
so | wanted to translate that kind 
of sound in the studio, with other 
musicians. And Dave Drake’s 
(producer, Wooden Stars, Julie 
Doiron) studio is great. He has 
every instrument you can imagine 
in there hanging on the wall. You 
can pick anything off that you 
want and throw it down. It’s 
ideal.”

No secrets forthcoming from multiplatinum act

IT’S ALWAYS KIND OF DAUNTING, 
doing an interview with some 
member of a multi-platinum act. I 
mean, what can be asked that 
hasn’t already been asked and 
answered a multi-platinum num- 
ber of times? What data couldn‘t 
be uncovered in two seconds of 
halfhearted web searching? 

Thus it is with Live. I didn’t 
even need to leave the bathroom 
to know that their big hit record, 
Throwing Copper, went six times 
platinum, propelled by monster 
hit Lightning Crashes. 1 barely 
needed to be conscious to discover 
these boys started their sprint into 
Rock Lord territory around the 
Turn o’ the ‘90s as the amusingly 
named Public Affection. Every 
possible Live datum is literally at 
the fingertips of any motivated 
resident of the First and Second 
Worlds, and nobody needs to dis- 
turb anybody with phone calls. 

Which is why I say, Thank God 
for drummers. With some excep- 
tions, the drummer's just a guy in 
the band, the dude behind the kit, 
the human metronome, the steel 
frame onto which the front-row 
factory workers weld, bolt and 


rivet their fibreglass and bucket 
seats. This is Live’s Chad Gracey, 
a heavy-hitting working-man’s 
drummer who can anonymously 
go to the store despite the multi- 
ple metallic discs on the wall of 
his top-secret Money Room. 

“We've been doing this for a 
long time... I guess I’m used to 
it,” says Gracey (who uses a cus- 
tom Pro-Mark drumstick, heavier 
in the shank so he doesn’t risk 
blinding himself when wimpier 
sticks shatter under his brutal 
skins-beating) of being a Rock 
Star, “Or maybe ‘comfortable’ 
would be a better word. I’m not 
facially famous, so I can go out 
unmolested in public, if you will.” 

Though Live's still going strong 
(after this mini-tour, they’re going 
back into the studio to record the 
followup to their latest disc, V, 
working title VJ), they're a bit 
back from sextuple platinum. 
Gracey’s not bothered by this. 

“From the outset, when we 
started writing and caring, our 
objective was longevity, and we'll 
keep going until we can’t.” 

If you want to look at it a certain 
way, Live made their reputation 
and their money on the strength 
of singer/guitarist / songwriter Ed 
Kowalczyk’s introspective, mysti- 
cally oriented lyrics. As

Kowalczyk started to get more 
outwardly oriented and concrete, 
critics started sniping. 

“When we started, we had the 
critics, whoever they are, giving 
us a lot of crap about being too 
serious too young. It was like, 
‘How does a young kid know, 
how cana kid talk about these 
heavy issues?’ In the beginning, 
Ed was looking inside himself, fig- 
uring things out. Then the more 
he saw of the world, he realized 
the world is a bit inside but it’s a 
huge thing, the more he started to 
write on a more worldly level.” 

And then — predictably— the 
critics started flicking Live shit for 
becoming “trivial.” Go figure. 

Back to the drumming. No less a 
figure than Rush leader and kit- 
monkey touchstone Neil Peart has 
mentioned Gracey as one of his 
favourite young drummers. And 
what does Gracey — who, accord 
ing to a 1997 interview with 
Modern Drummer, can’t even be 
bothered to keep a drum kit in his 
house because he couldn't be 
bothered playing without a band 
to back up — have to say about 
the man who wrote 2112? 

“T wasn’t a big fan of Rush... 
I'm sort of an anti-drummer. I 
didn’t like those fast times and the 
ultra-fast licks. | worked in more 
of a Ramones style — do what 
needs to be done, complement the 
music, be tasteful.” 

And that, my friends, is the sou! 
of Rock Drumming.

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Bangkok chronicles 


Gaint lizards, insect attacks and garlic sauce 


IT WAS MY LAST DAY IN THAILAND 
and I was feeling lonely. Five glo- 
rious weeks had gone by, full of 
long beach walks with my 18- 
month-old son and delightful 
nights cooking up great Thai cur- 
ries with my wife. But travelling 
with a family meant I wasn't part 
of the budget travellers’ network | 
had loved on several previous 
trips to Asia. 

So I headed for the heart of 
Thailand’s budget travellers’ uni- 
verse, Khoa San Road in Bangkok, 
to get a fix of the backpacker’s life. 
As I slowly walked between the 
street vendors selling dreadlock 
wigs and restaurants serving pad 
thai and submarine sandwiches, I 
had no problem finding travellers 
like the ones I remembered from 
my first trips to Thailand in the 
late 1980s: their experiences — 
and their motivations for travel — 
were as colorful and varied as 
those of my fellow backpackers 
more than a decade earlier. 


Kendoll, California. 

Q. What was your favorite place 
in Thailand? 

A. Koh Phangan is a fantastic 
island. You bump into 2-metre- 
long monitor lizards. I stayed at a 
place called Tan Sadet, a little 
beach where you live in bunga- 
lows on a cliff overlooking the 
ocean, and it was only $2 USa 
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night. But having said that, | was 
also attacked by insects there and 
now | can’t digest protein or sugar 
without getting a rash. 

Q. What happened? 

A. One night millions of insects 
swarmed around my bungalow. 
They looked like scorpions — 
black with a yellow strip on their 
back. They don’t bite, but the hairs 
on their bodies brush up against 
your skin and then your blood 
chemistry changes. 

Q. What are they called? 

A. In Indonesia, where I was 
diagnosed, they're called Agus. 
The doctor who treated me also 
encountered the same insect — 
she had a small red mark on her 
arm from a brush with the Agus. 


Tree, Ohio 

Q. How long have you been in 
Thailand 

A. Two days. I’ve just come 
from Myanmar. 

Q. Why did you go to 
Myanmar? 

A. Some people believe itis 
unethical to travel in Myanmar 
because most of the money you 
spend as a tourist ends up in the 
hands of the military government. 
So Ang San Suu Kyi has called for 
a boycott of tourism. I’m interest- 
ed in social justice so I wanted to 
see with my own eyes what the 
situation was like. | wasn’t just 
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going as a regular tourist just see- 
ing the sites. 

Q. Were you able to talk freely 
with locals? 

A. Yes. | met two locals who 
explained what was going on. It 
was in Shan state, a remote area 
that’s on the periphery of govern- 
ment control, so they were very 
critical of the government and 
didn’t feel like they were going to 
get in any trouble for speaking 
out. 


Jonathan, Boston 

Q. What is the highlight of your 
trip? 

A. A 10-day silent retreat near 
Surathani at a monastery called 
Suan Mokkh. There are no drugs, 
alcohol, sex or talking for ten 
days. You get up at 4 a.m. and 
think. It was a great way to get 
into my head and it was easy until 
day eight when I had a little crash, 
but I still loved it. 

Q. Where are you going next? 

A. Tokyo. I teach English in 
Tokyo, which will be a huge con- 
trast to the silent retreat . 


Pascal, Netherlands 

Q. Did you get off the beaten 
tourist path in Thailand? 

A. Yes. My girlfriend and I went 
to the second-oldest rainforest in 
the world in a national park called 
Koh Sok. The biggest flower in the 
world grows there. We stayed on 
a great lake in the middle of the 
rainforest with no people any- 
where. 

In the mornings we took a canoe 
out on the lake. It was amazing! 
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LEAPING LIZARDS! The monitor lizard (aka komodo dragon), the 


biggest lizard in the world, growing up to ten feet long, is considered 
the closest thing to a living dinosaur. And it can run as fast as a dog. 





We almost had the whole park to 
ourselves. 

Q. How has the food been in 
Thailand? 

A. Thai food is great, but right 
know I’m eating a falafel. [ know 
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it’s a bit strange to have falafel for 
the first time in Thailand, but this 
is Khoa San Road... | want more 
garlic sauce!

Perhaps the Executives are the 
ultimate expression of immersing 
oneself in little fundamental plea- 
sures, connecting with the inner 
child who wants to see what 
would happenif... “It’s like the 
boss disappeared for the after- 
noon,” says Ullyatt, “and these 
guy ran out of the building and 
screamed, “Woowoo! We can play 
with toys!” 

Ban 

Ullyatt, who recently won a 
Sterling award for his work in 
Cabaret, could certainly be forgiv- 
en for skipping: the event runs 
concurrently with The River City 
Shakespeare Festival, which sees 
the actor playing in both The 
Tempest and The Merry Wives of 
Windsor on alternate nights. 

But he’s had fun at the festival 
since his wife and creative partner 
Annie Dugan suggested he fill an 
empty summer as a festival rover, 
which he did two years ago as a... 
er... dung beetle. “That was so 
much fun. I had such a ball. It’s 
such a weird world. It’s complete- 
ly different, and that’s what | 
needed,” So the following year he 





and Dugan hung off downtown 
buildings as human gargoyles. 
“1 really like the immediacy of 
the whole thing and I really like 
the complete control of creativity, 
the complete creative control that 
you have because it’s all up to 
you.” He has a healthy respect for 
how hard it is for street acts to 


attract an audience or to make any 


money. 

But anyone who's knows 
Ullyatt’s theatre work will also 
sense that there’s a consonance 
between his physicality and the 


body work of the street performer, 


“I don’t know if it’s aupeoant or 
full-body mugging, frankly,” he 
says, laughing robustly. “It feels 
like my whole body's a big mask 
sometimes. It just gets going. I 
don’t have anything to do with it. 
It’s some other force within me or 
something. So it’s very physical 
stuff. I don’t know how much 
longer I'll be able to do it.” 

He needs to be able to do it at 
least as long as next spring, when 
Primordial Blues debuts at 
Workshop West's Kaboom3 festi- 
val. The work, about the begin- 
nings of life, will distinguish itself 
by making minimal use of the 
floor, relying instead on an exotic 
variety of suspensory apparatus. 
“We wanted to have a show that’s 
an hour and a half in the air. 
That's what we set out todo.” 

Ullyatt says that there’s no one 








here to teach him and Dugan, a 
one-time circus pertormer, how to 
move themselves around aloft, so 


they’ve tried to teach themselves 
by watching videos. “We've got a 
pretty good skill set, but it’s very 
very hard. It’s really painful 
frankly. You're wrapping yourself 
up and it Hurts.” 

Zen 

Aiken says that street theatre has 
a short history in Japan, but since a 
gaggle of western performers 
planted the seed a dozen years 
ago, Japanese artists have more 
than made up for the late start. 
Mikumo was on the vanguard, one 
of the first students in Ringling 
Brother's Japanese clown college. 
“He’s a comedian and a juggler 
and he’s very much what | am, but 
the Japanese equivalent... It just 
took time for him to figure out 
what niche he fit into and then to 
build material that worked for it.” 

Aiken and Mikumo’s experience 
with the Peach Boys experience 
provides a model for The 
Executives, Aiken says, “In the 
evening we'd sit down and we'd 
run notes for the show — what 
worked, what didn’t work, let’s 
clean it up, let’s make this better, 
let’s do that.” 

Over the course of the four-day 
festival, he says, the work 
changed perceptibly each day. 
“John has got a similar way of 
thinking about shows,” say Aiken, 
“and being able to take direction 
and being able to look at a show 
more objectively than, say, your 
standard street performer does 
who will go out and do it and go 
‘Well that didn’t really work very 
well’ and go out and do it again, 
and go out and do it again, and go 
out and do it again without neces 
sarily dissecting it as much as 
actors tend to do.” 

So The Executives will debrief 
(ha!) daily — which creates an 
opportunity for the audience to 
watch the work evolve. The Day 
Two performance and the Day 
Eight performance won't be the 
same, say Aiken. 

“It’s brand new; it could fail 
miserably or it could be hugely 
successful. It’s part of the mystery. 
In many ways it’s like the late 
night madness show that happens 
at the festival where there are 
moments of brilliance followed by 
moments of disaster and it’s the 
adventure that the audience gets 
to come upon that’s as exciting as 
whether it’s a success or not. It’s 
all good.”

WE ALMOST HAD A DOUBLE FEATURE 
on our hands Sunday night at 
Edmonton’s River City 
Shakespeare Festival. 

The production officially on the 
boards was The Merry Wives of 
Windsor, but a real-life Alberta 
rendition of a tempest was brew- 
ing ominously in the wings. 

Happily the storm was all 
sound and fury and blew past 
Hawrelak Park minutes from cur- 
tain, leaving a surprisingly peace- 
ful evening as a backdrop to one 
of Shakespeare’s most frantic 
comedies. 

Which was fine by me: I was in 
the mood for unbridled ha-ha’s, 
and was looking forward to the 
wide-open farce that is The Merry 
Wives of Windsor. 

Deciding to maximize the slap- 
stick inherent in a play rife with 
duplicated love letters, scorned 
wives, unintentional cross-dress- 
ing, tons of vicious physical gags 
and love trysts gone way, way 
bad, director James MacDonald 
set this 2002 production during 
the height of Hollywood's screw- 
ball comedy days 

The scenario: the comedy’s pro- 
tagonist — the rotund Sir John 
Falstaff, Shakespeare’s tireless 
player and comic foil in both parts 
of Henry IV — isremade a larger- 
than-life movie director whose 
decision to take a holiday in the 
Rockies tosses the quaint tourist 
town of Windsor onto its ear. 

The perpetually broke Falstaff 
(brilliantly played by Ashley 
Wright as a cross between Orson 
Welles and Groucho Marx) arrives 
with sidekicks in tow.(Nym and 
Pistol played respectively by 
Julien Arnold and Jeff Page, who 
filter the Bard’s sidekicks ina 
dead-on, totally hilarious rendi- 
tion of Harpo and Chico Marx) 
and decides he’s going to simulta- 
neously woo two local wives 
(Mistresses Page and Ford played 
by Jan Alexandra Smith and 
Annette Loiselle) to get access to 
their husbands’ cash. 

Needless to say, the self-delud- 
ed Falstaff is quite convinced the 
two women already have eyes for 
him and are ripe for the picking.

Far from it. The wives have noth- 
ing but less-than-veiled contempt 
for the fat con-man and see 
through his ruse immediately (the 
identical letters help) and decide 
to play along in order to take their 
revenge on the self-deluded phi- 
landerer. The hitch is that they 
don’t let their straightlaced hus- 
bands (David Mann as George 
Page and John Kirkpatrick as 
Frank Ford) in on the joke, open- 
ing up the play to untold confu- 
sion, most at Falstaff’s expense. 

Toss in a three-way battle for 
the affections of the Pages’ beauti- 
ful (and wealthy) daughter and 
you have a jampacked play 
unfolding on the spare, Deco- 
inspired curvilinear set. 

If anything, it verged on being 
too jampacked. It’s a testament to 
both the director’s sublime hand 
and the actor’s lightening comic 
graces that the play (with its per- 
fectly meshed classic written text 
and the imposed ‘30s-style physi- 
cal comedy subtext) whirls past us 
in two shakes without ever once 
leaving us in the dust. 

As I hinted at earlier, all the per- 
formances are totally spot-on, but 
I was especially taken by 
Marianne Copithorne’s super- 
saucy take on Mistress Quickly, 
and john Ullyatt’s surreal classic 
Hollywood take on Doctor Caius 
(I don’t want to say more lest I 
ruin the gag, but think of a 
famous got thic doctor from 1931).

AFTER 14 SEASONS, EDMONTON’S 
Free Will Players have become 
quite adept at surmounting the 
challenges presented by their out- 
door venue — with a little help 
from the airport amalgamation! 

Lest they become bored, the 
troupe has taken on another chal- 
lenge: The Tempest. In this prob- 
lematic play, Shakespeare 
explores power, freedom and con- 
trol through the machinations of 
Prospero, a sorcerous former 
Duke of Milan who, having been 
dethroned and exiled a dozen 
years before, seems to have spent 
the past dozen years preparing for 
the possibility of revenge on his 
betrayers. Prospero summons a 
storm that cruelly threatens a 
passing ship that carries the men 
who dethroned him and cast his 
family adrift so many years ago 
including his brother, now King 
Alonso. Also washed ashore are 
Ferdinand, the Duke’s heir; 
Gonzalo, the kindly doctor who 
saved Prospero’s daughter by 
slipping books and provisions 
into their raft long ago. Under 
Prospero’s command, Ariel leads 
them about by the nose and teach 
them lessons about loyalty, loss 
and love. 

For all its classic comedy struc- 
ture — redemption and marriage, 
fools and maidens, fantastic crea- 
tures and magical locations, 
drunken hijinks and restored 
order — this is a dark story. As 
when watching The Taming of the 
Shrew, it’s slightly discomfiting for 
those with good ol’ modern liberal 
sensibilities to sit back approving- 
ly as a central character manifests 
absolute control over those 
around him — friend, foe or fami- 
ly member. 

Eye-for-an-eye vindictiveness 
being a strong current in most cul- 
tures, it’s easier to watch Prospero 
toy with those who did him ill. 
But when we get into Prospero’s 
long-term, support relationships 
— heck, let's call “em family — he 
becomes vastly less likable. That 
interplay of darkness and light is 
well served by Geoffrey Brumlik’s 
direction and the performances 
here. The Duke, played by David

Mann, isn’t so much the epitome 
of political evil as he is a rather 
weak man vulnerable to ambition 
and the suggestions of disloyal 
servants. 

Prospero is just as elemental in 
his rage as the spirits he com- 
mands. John Wright is excellent as 
the brooding former Duke. Asa 
force of nature, his reasoning is 
unquestionable and his will can- 
not be crossed, and so neither the 
other characters nor the audience 
see a lot of whatever internal 
change brings him to finally free 
his slaves (who are remarkably 
matter-of-fact at their gifted free- 
dom after 12 years of slavery) and 
forgive the men who destroyed 
his life, but this is more a chal- 
lenge of script than characteriza- 
tion. 

The set, a multi-level, art deco 
construction of silver and white, is 
effective and lovely, and although 
its pristine lines seem slightly out 
of place in the Swiss Family 
Robinson setting of the island, the 
exoticism of the place is well con- 
jured by the vaguely African cos- 
tumes of the chorus, which ushers 
he audience into the story with 
eerie music. The costumes also 
help us decode the re lationships 
(although I’m still trying to figure 
out why Gonzalo looked so much 
ike Lenin). Bretta Gerecke and 
Mother Nature's technical design 
effectively conjure the magic and 
wildness of the island setting, 
while Binaifer Kapadia’s music 
highlights rather than intrudes. 

Allin all, a delightful escape on 
a summer evening.

The plate-sized pizza was 
more than | could eat at one sit- 
ting, so at $6 it was not only one of 
the best pizzas I’ve eaten recently, 
but also one of the cheapest. 

My dining companion ordered 
the assorted meat panino, a grilled 
sandwich of ham, capicollo, mor- 
tadella, salami calabrese and moz- 
zarella cheese served with a pickle 
($5).

Your problem can be divided into 
What You Did, and Why You Did It.
